The communication filed on 12/11/00 is not fully responsive to the 
communication mailed 10/10/00 because Figure 2A is not SEQ ID NO:i, as now stated 
in the specification. Note Figure 2A is 1680 nucleotides versus 1620 nucleotide 
residues. The two oligonucleotides on page 29 further have no SEQ ID NO, as 
required. Applicant is again reminded that 37 CFR 1.821 (a)(2)(c-d) states that each 
sequence disclosed must appear separately in the "Sequence listing" and in the text of 
the description and claims (i.e., where first mentioned in the specification). See MPEP 
2431. It is also suggested that the claims recite only SEQ ID NOs, and not Figure #s, 
in order to remove redundant language from the claims. Applicant must comply with 
the requirements of the sequence rules (37 CFR 1.821 - 1.825) before the application 
can be examined under 35 U.S.C. §§ 1 31 and 1 32.
